To just whom and what—unless It be 


woman and her excellent taste—we are 
Indebted for the present popularity of 
this effective trimming would be diffi- 
cult to say; but had it not been for the 
nuns of 1400, my lady of 1902 would ha'v* 
had no such article with which to en- 
hance her charms. 
While netting and «-mbroidery ar« of 
•very ancient origin, the first record tit 
Jstce bears che date l"iO, and to Italy is 
conceded its invention. 
Even then, its 
manufacture was confined exclusively to 
tho convent and its us» to the church, so 
that it was called, instead of "lace." 
'nun's work," a title by which it is still 
known in some parts of Italy 
and 
Spain. 
Until 1450. when It came Into compara- 
tively general use, the method of mak- 
ing this work was considered a secret of 
the church, as only nuns were skilled in 
the art. After that vear, however, in- 
structions were given *o the novices and 
schools were opened Mid were attended 
by even the daughters of Kings. 
If we are to believf all that we hear 
and read, it would seem that the fond- 
ness for lace of that eccentric, English 
sovereign. Queen Elizabeth, amounted to 
a passion; she is said to have left over 


J. 000 dresses, all lavishly ornamented with 
this fllmy garniture. 
Naturally, ever since Its first use for 
personal adornment, lace has been con- 
sidered peculiarly appropriate for deco- 
rating bridal robes. 
Tn this connection. 
Napoleon's unhappy Empress Josephine 
must have had in her darkened life ono 
vtry bright memory; ber bridal veil was 
a present from the city of Brussels, just- 
Is famed for its exquisite point lace. This 
veil, which extended far over the train, 
had a groundwork as fine as a cobweb,! 
with a pattern of delicate flowers. in' 
ftach corner were the Imperial crown and 
cipher, encircled by Teaths of flowers. 
The late Queen Victoria, with charac- 
teristic independence, selected both her 
husband and her bridal laces. Her wed- 
ding dress and veil of English Honiton 
wtre made within her realm, at Beer, a 
small fishing village whose workers were 
notfd for their skill. 
The robe cost in money 1,000 pounds, 
but its cost in skill and patience to those 
who made it cannot *ven be imagined. 
The sprigs were worked separately, and, 
when enough were completed, the flow- 
ers and other designs were connected by 
lace stitches. 
Tho first machine-made lace was the 
result of the ingenuity of an Englishman 
named Hammond. He was by occupation 
a stocking frame knitter, and one day, 
while examining some lace, conceived the 
idea of using his own machine for its 
manufacture. 
The scheme succeeded, 


though the article produced, having but 
a single thread, which broke easily, waa 
of rather inferior quality. 
To-day the most favored laces are Point 
de Venise, Irish crochet and Italian fllet. 
The first resembles Duchess, though it 
is not so pretty, and •* extensively used 
for revers and collars over velvet and 
satin. Silk Cluny is a dainty—and ex- 
pensive—trimming for filmy gowns.
